Honor Eldredge With Sculpture 

At the May 4 Morning Exercise, 
in a surprise presentation to outgoing 
Headmaster George F. Eldredge ('41), 
plans for a sculpture to be built in 
his honor were announced by Harold 
H. Hines, Jr. 

A group of present and past par¬ 
ents commissioned John Almquist, 
Head of the School's Art Department, 
to design and construct the work 
which when completed will be placed 
in the courtyard of the Arts Center. 
The sculpture, to be nine feet tall, 
is an abstract and will be constructed 
in stainless steel. It will be formally 
dedicated and installed in the Fall. 



A graduate of North Shore, Mr. Eldredge has been associated with the 
School since 1949, as a teacher, Head of the Lower and Middle Schools, and as 
Headmaster. He leaves to return to teaching as Head of the Upper School at 
Roycemore School in Evanston. 

IN RETROSPECT 

As you leave the School which you have loved and served so well for 37 
years, the last thing you would want, George, is a eulogy, especially one from 
some of your classmates of the notorious Class of 1941. Nevertheless, since 
most of us, now, are respectably rounding the mid-century mark, a few reminis¬ 
cences are in order — blurred though they are through our misty bifocals. 
(Strange to remember that ours was the generation of crew cuts, nonsensical 
nicknames, lipstick, bobby sox, convertibles, and swing.) 

Most of us met you for the first time when you came, under protest, to the 
grade party for incoming freshmen in 1936. (Your mother later confessed that 
she had "dragged" you there, which has to have been quite a feat, for, even 
then, she was half your size!) Soon, however, you were "one of the boys," who 
can best be categorized as a band of empty stomachs. (That, too, has changed.) 
You were a good student - not too hard on your teachers - with a strong bent 
toward math and the sciences and a lesser one toward foreign languages. For 
reasons of health you were forced to drop Latin, having chewed up at least one 
box of pencils under Mrs. Child's tutelage! Snuffie Howe recalls that your Span¬ 
ish, too, was questionable; apparently, you spent half the summer, at Dan 
Well's ranch, trying to distinguish between "muchachas" and "muchachos". 
(You had a number of "muchachas", though I was never lucky enough to be one 
of them; you were always falling in love with one of my best friends, so I us¬ 
ually wound up as your Ann Landers.) 

Your political acumen made you a big wheel in the Howe-Wagner machine 
which literally "bugged" its candidate, Art Walsh, into the presidency of the 
Student Council. (In those days, "bugging" meant "pestering" the Student body 
until it elected your candidate, just to make you cut out the big noise.) 

Socially, your main interest was pool, at which you became adept after 
extensive practice in some one's family room that happened to be completely

holding your own through thick and thin. (And it was mostly "thick," for, as a 
group, we were more athletically than academically minded. Then, too, the fu¬ 
ture lay ahead, so there was time - even for having fun.) 

Musically, you played to the hilt such stellar roles as the Duke of Plaza- 
Toro (Gondoliers), Major General Stanley ("the very model of a modern Major 
General" in The Pirates of Penzance), and Sir Roderic Murgatrowd (the 2/3 of a 
ghost in Ruddigore). The role of Sir Roderic was also played by Hank Bartholo- 
may; "when the night wind howled" echoes down the years! Finally, George, 
you were chosen to be the class Valedictorian, which role you fulfilled with 
characteristic integrity, humility, and wit. 

Since our friendships continue to be strong, no goodbyes are needed as we 
join you, Dee, and your children in looking ahead toward new experiences and 
new friends. Grateful for having shared your past, we look forward to sharing 
your future. On behalf of the Class of '41, we wish you well.
